Real Estate Trust Company Closes Its 
Doors at Philadelphia. 


HILADELPHIA, Aug. 28.—[{Ex- 
clusive Dispatch. ] On account of 

the secret business transactions 
of its late president, Frank H. Hippie, 
the Real Estate Trust Company, at 
Broad and Chestnut streets, regarded 
as one of the soundest financial insti- 
tutions in that city, closed its doors at 
2:30 o'clock this afternoon with a 
shortage of $5,300,000, and perhaps 
more. 
There is now no doubt in the public 
mind that President Hipple’s death. 
which occurred last Friday morning at 
his home near Bryn Mawr, was caused 
by some subtle poison self-adminis- 
tered. 


RECEIVER APPOINTED. 

Upon petition of John H. Con 
one of the directors, Judge Audenried 
appointed George H. Earle, Jr., re- 
ceiver for the trust company under 
bond of $1,000,000. Earle said tonight 
that he hoped to gave the business of 
the corporation and to propose a plan 
to the depositors which would enable 
him to terminate hig receivership 
speedily.

Coming here from 
Austria less than twenty years ago, 
he located In Camden; N. J., and en- 
tered the electric lighting and ice 
manufacturing business. While these 
enterprises were in a flourishing con- 
dition he sold out at a good profit, hav- 
ing established a reputation for fair 
dealing. His next venture was the es- 
tablishment of a large sugar refinery 
on the Delaware River front in Cam- 
den. This he sold at a large profit to 
the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany. Hipple is said to have been in- 
terested in this deal, and to have 
profited to the extent of $100,000.

Latter Objects to His Wife’s Lit- 
erary Venture, Which le Based on 
Chicago Scandals and a Vision, and 
Thereby He Arouses Bahais’ Op- 
position.

CHICAGO, Aug. 28.—({Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The report that Ben M. Shaff- 
ner, husband of Mrs. Lillian Shaffner, 
@ prominent club woman, will take 
legal steps to suppress the piblication 
of her book, “Suzanne,” which deals 
with Chicago society scandals, has 
aroused the opposition of the mem- 
bers of the Bahai, a remarkable re- 
ligious organization, of which Mrs. 
Shaffner is a member, and which num- 
bers several hundred society 
women. 

Members of the Bahai assert that 
they will ald Mrs, Shaffner. She has 
declared her book is the result of a 
religious inspiration ra@eived from 
Allah-O-Abaha, or “Bab,” who, his 
followers claim, is the reincarnated 
Messiah, now in a prison at Akka, 
Turkey. 

Mrs, Shaffner was one of five Chi- 
cago women who joined in a petition 
to the Abaha requesting the gift of 
power to extend his teaching. The 
other four women are Mrs, Corinne 
True, Mrs, Loutse Waite, Mrs. Fannie 
G. Loesch and Nellie L. Phillips. 

GOT A MESSAGE. 

Mrs. Shaffner besought the Abaha 
for the gift of writing. She received 
u message from the Persjan to the ef- 
fect: “Be thou perceptive and atten- 
tive.” Between a sleep and awaking 
she had a vision of a book appearing 
to her, and she at once arose and be- 
gan her story. This, it seems, was the 
beginning of her quarrel with her hus- 
band, from whom she is now sepa- 
rated. 

The book ts said to be strong in 
philosophy, and contains some accu- 
rate pen pictures of well-known Chi- 
cago people. One of the characters is 
the head of a large settlement house. 
A Board of Trade man and his wife 
will be easily recognized. The wife, 
however, in the book, commits suicide. 
A North Side physician is another 
character who has his prototype in 
real lite. 

It is the belief of the Bahais that 
the second coming of the Messiah 
took place in Persia, and that the man 
now imprisoned in Turkey will be 
crucified in 1917.

Contract Exacted in Effort to En- 
force “Closed Shop” Held Illegal; 
Use of “Unfair List” Is Enjoined 
Against and Boss la Allowed to 


Recover Damages of $6000.

RACINE, (Wis.) Aug. 28.—Union la- 
bor was today dealt a heavy blow by 
the decision cf Judge Chester A. Fow!l- 
er, today, in the boycott suit for $25,- 
000 damage brought by Baker Otto B. 
Schultz against the Trades and Labor 
Council, Benjamin Dressen and others. 
By the decision, the contract exacted 
from the boss bakers by the union, in 
an effort to enforce the “closed shop.“ 
is held llegal, the trades council and 
individual members are enjoined from 
using the “unfair ist;“ the boycott is 
declared an actionable conspiracy to 
accomplish a criminal or unlawful pur- 
pose; Baker Schultz is allowed to re- 
cover damages of $2500 for the loss of 
profits from the time of the commence- 
ment of the boycotting acts up to the 
time of the trial, and $3500 in damages 
for the amount of injury to his busi- 
ness and property in relation to its 
value. 

The decision, in part, is as follows: 

“All boss bakers of the city signed 
the agreement except the plaintiff, who 
has steadfastly refused to do so. Upon 
the plaintiff's refusal to sign, concerted 
attack on his business was begun by 
organized labor, with the object and 
purpose of compelling him, against his 
will, to sign the contract, and has been 
maintained with more or less vigor up 
to the present time. 

“The plaintiff has suffered a perma- 
nent and all but destructive injury to 


The | nis business, which has been caused by 


the combined acts and the attitude of 
organized labor. Any injury to one's 
business and trade is on the same foot- 
ing as an injury to his tangible prop- 
erty and the law furnishes a remedy 
for one as well as for the other. 

“The acts complained of are, in my 
view, plainly in violation of section 466, 
Wisconsin statutes of 1898, as con- 
strued by the Supreme Court. This 
statute makes any two or more per- 
sons who shall combine, associate, mu- 
tually undertake or concert together 
for the purpose of willfully or mali- 
ciously injuring another, his trade or 
business, by any means whatsoever; 
or for the purpose of maliciously com- 
pelling another to do or perform any 
act against his will, guilty of an of- 
fense punishable by fine and imprison- 
ment, 

“This contract was in itself an illegal 
contract in that it would by its terms 
obligate the plaintiff to employ union 
labor only as distinguished from non- 
union labor; it would obligate him to 
maintain a ‘closed’ as distinguished 
from an ‘open’ shop.“

This was not enough, and as 
all other means for raising money had 
failed, Houston telephoned to the bank 
to send the receivership papers to 
court. In a short time the story wae on 
the streets, and created great conster- 
nation.

SPOKANE BOY USES AX TO GET 
FATHER’S MONEY.

Youth Suspected of Burglaries Con- 
fesses_ to Commission of One of the 
Most Cold-blooded Crimes Known 
to Pacific Northwest—Carried Body 
Away to Alley in Wheelbarrow. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.)} 


SPOKANE (Wash.) Aug. 28.—The 
body of James F. Sloane, a pioneer 
merchant of this city, was found today 
behind a pile of rocks in an alley near 
his home on Sixth avenue near Stev- 
ens street. Great gashes on his head 
showed he had been murdered, appar- 
ently with a hatchet, and a trail of 
blood led from the alley to his home. 
Investigation proved that he was mur- 
dered tn his room shortly after mid- 
night, his body being loaded into a 
wheelbarrow, trundled down the alley 
and dumped against the rocks, 

Sidney Sloane, the seventeen-year- 
old son of the murdered merchant, was 
taken into custody by the police 
shortly after the body was discovered. 
At first he protested complete inno- 
cence, but broke down and confessed. 
He said he slew his father with an 
ax in the hope of getting $500 which 
he thought his father was carrying. 

Mr. Sloane has been one of Spokane’s 
leading merchants for years, being the 
senior member of the Sloané-Paine 
Company. Investigtaion of the tragedy 
shows one of the most cold-blooded 
crimes ever committed in this city. 

Sydney Sloane, who was the only 
member of the family in the city ex- 
cepting his father, had e every 
preparation for covering up his tracks. 
He had stolen an ax from his neigh- 
bor’s back yard and walted for is 
father’s appearance on the upper floor 
of his home. Evidently, he struck his 
father on the head with the ax as the 
latter entered his room. The nolse 
awakened Mrs. and Miss Syphers, who 
were sleeping directly under Mr. 
Sloane’s room. 

WHEELS BODY AWAY.

the entire surplus water of the Platte River. 
Heretofore, it has been estimated that 38,155,000,000 cubic feet of 
water was wasted yearly in Platte River, water which, if properly 
diverted and used on land adjoining, would irrigate 1,000,000 acres 


This proposition is being financed by a syndicate of New York 
and London bankers. Engineer MacCarthy estimates that the reservoir 
and dam will cost in the neighborhood of $4,000,000.

REAL “MACHINE” RULE. 


Th the use of the machine it 
fs claimed the organized workers of 
any political party would be able to 
cast their ballots with a swiftness and 
a correctness that would outclass all 
ordinary voters, the reason being’ that 
the politicians would be the first to 
school themselves in the use of the 
machines, while the voting public in 
general would be slow to make itself 
familiar with the operation of the vote 


register. 

Tt was through just such a move on 
the part of Abe Ruef and his followers 
in San Francisco that they were able 
to sweep that city for their candi- 
dates, while a large portion of the 
voting population lay back and failed 
to ballot because of ignorance of the 
method of operating the machines. 

The ward politicians, the saloon bums 
and the campaign riff-raff were given 
nightly instruction at convenient points 
in the way of voting by machine, and 
when election day came they went 
boldly to the polls and cast their votes 
without a break. On the other hand, 
the business men, ashamed to display 
their. ignorance of the working of the 
machines, stayed at home, and let the 
election go by default. 

To prevent the delivery of Los An- 
geles outright to the clever schemers 
who will try the same tactics here, it 
already has been urged that steps be 
taken by the City Council and the 
Board of Supervisors to have numbers 
of the local voting machines placed at 
convenient points in the city, and to 
have voters instructed their use.

Fredericks that 
he issue warrants for the arrest of the 
conductor And motorman found guilty 
of criminal negligence for causing the 
death of E. H. Shirley in the recent 
smash-up on the Redondo line, and 
for the arrest of the officials of the 
company, the Coroner only issued war- 
rants for the arrest of the car crew. 
Late yesterday afternoon, Coroner 
Trout placed the warrants for the ar- 
rest of Conductor E. B. Witty and 
Motorman E. McKenzie, charging 
manslaughter, in the hands of Deputy 
Constable S. O. Richardson, under Con- 
stable Cline, of Justice Pierce’e court. 
No warrent was issued for the ar- 
rest of Charies H. Burnett, manager 
Los Angeles Redondo Railway. 
This action by the Coroner was the 
direct result of a warm talk over the 
telephone between the District Attor- 
ney and Deputy Coroner Williams yes- 
terday morning, in which Oapt. Fred- 
ericks laid down the law, and de- 
manded that the warrants be issued. 
Deputy Coronor Williams passed it 
up to his chief, who was out at the 
time, and it was somewhat later that 
the District Attorney got into com- 
munication with the Coroner.

The point with us wage-earners, and 
most of us are really wage-earners, 
whether we are paid by the hour, the 
day, the week, the month or the year, 
is not the theory as to whether the 
present tariff-revision craze is an at- 
tack on the “principle of protection” 
or not, but the fact, the cold fact, that 
it is an attack on the protection, the at- 
tive, assuring protection under which 


we are getting plenty of work at higher 


wages than were ever paid before in 
the United States, and enormously 
higher than are now being paid, or 
ever were paid, in any free-trade, low- 
tariff, or “revised” tariff country. On 
this point the United States Bureau of 
Labor has announced that careful in- 
vestigation by its special agents shows 
that the average American wages were 
21.5 per cent. higher in protective tariff 
1906 (and they have not been re- 
duced since) than they were in low 
tariff 1894; and that actual weekly 
earnings were, in volume, 16.7 per 
cent. high. That authoritative state- 
ment, accepted by all the leading 
newspapers in the country, Democratic 
and Republican, protectionist and re- 
visionist alike, proves just two things, 
namely, that wages are 21.5 per cent. 


greater in volume under tke present 
tariff undisturbed than under the last 
tariff disturbance. Is not that worth

The Bureau of Labor report also 
shows that factory wages were 1.65 per 
cent. higher in 1905 than in 1904, and 
6.30 per cent. more persons were em- 
ployed in the former than in the latter 
year. This is on a comparison in 
identical establishments for each year 
—not identical trades, but the very 
same establishments each time, and 
the same number of hours of labor. 

Further—the average wages per hour 
in 1905 were 18.9 per cent. higher than 
the average for the ten-year period 
from 1890 to 1899 inclusive, while the 
retail prices of the principal articles 
of food, weighed according to family 
consumption of various articles, was 
only 12.4 per cent. higher in 1905 than 
was the average price for the ten 
years, 1889 to 1899. Those are 1905 
ficures of fact, not 1846 theories.

When it becomes necessary to fight 
the devil, it is best to fight him 
with fire. 

It will be essential, if employers in- 
tend to win a victory in the coming 
struggle—and of course they do—for 
them to enter into full coéperation, to 
the extent of helping each other in 
all possible ways. If an attack should 
be concentrated upon one individual or 
company, let others place their re- 
sources at the disposal of such person 
or company to tide over the difficulty. 
In brief, let the spirit of brotherly 
codperation enter into the contest all

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Japan's “Diplomacy.” 

The financial system in Manchuria 
is very uneatisfactory. The circula- 
tion of war notes by the Japanese gov- 
ernment to the extent of about 200,- 
000,000 yen, while increasing the 
wealth of the province, will naturally 
tend to divert trade to their own coun- 
try, more especially while this issue 
continues at any discount from local 
currency. The Japanese are unques- 
tionably taking advan of their 
military occupation and e tardiness 
of the Chinese government to intro- 
duce their goods throughout Manchu- 
ria, and they will be more strongly 
intrenched the longer this province re- 
mains under their control. The re- 
newal or construction of the railway 
bridge over the Liao River in the 
neighborhood of Hsinminton, which 
now seriously interferes with the large 
junk traffic over this waterway, is a 
matter requiring immediate attention. 

The opinion among merchants at 
New-chwang is practically unanimous 
that the trade of that port is seriously 
affected by the disorganization of the 
usual railway transportation be- 
tween Thieling and Kuan-cheng-tsu, 
the latter a very important distribut- 
ing center, now in the hands of the 
Russians, About forty miles of the 
line hag been torn up, but is now be- 
ing relaid. 

Why Paraguay le Handicapped. 
While Paraguay has an area of 
about 164,000 square miles, it has a 
populatio:. of about 700,000, mainly of 
the peasant class, hospitable, amiable 
in nature, cleanly in habit and fairly 
industrious. During the last few 
years the government has manifested 
a desire to increase her population by 
immigration and has offered induce- 
ments to capital. Her special re- 
sources at present are chiefly her 
fields and her forests. The open plains 
are admirably adapted to cattle rais- 
ing. It is estimated that there are 
today not far from 3,500,000 head of 
cattle in the country, and hides are 
the principal item in her export fig- 
ures. Her mineral resources are prob- 
ably limited, but there is wealth in 
the cabinet woods and dye woods of 
her extensive forests, but because of 
her inland location her products must 
be transported by rail or by river 
steamboats for a thousand miles or 
more after being brought to rail or 
river outlet. 

Jewish Exhibition. 

A project is on foot to hold an in- 
ternational Jewish exhibition at The 
Hague about the time Andrew Carne- 
gie’s palace of peace is dedicated. 
Should it be held, the exhibition will 
include a multitude of documents per- 
taining to the Jewish people's history 
and proving the part it has taken in 
developing civilization. 

There will be many works of art, too, 
and other evidences of Jewish activity 
and progress, industry and litera- 
ture. 

A kind of “chamber of horrors” at 
the exhibition will indicate the suf- 
ferings Jews have undergone through- 
out the ages.

| COLD CUNNING.

Murderer’s Wrath. 


Two policemen watched the resi- 
dence of Mr. and Mrs. H. A. Brehaut, 
No. 1034 Overton street, all last night, 
lest Fred D. Cook, murderer of his 
former wife, should say Mrs. Bre- 
haut. Cook, who is thought to be in 
Los Angeles, had threatened to. kill

Cold- blooded planning preceded 
Cook's bloody crime of Monday night. 
Detective Chapman yesterday morn- 
ing learned that the murderer had laid 
his trail twelve hours before the shoot- 
ing. He went to a South Broadway 
hair dresser’s and had his hair dyed 
red. Then he bought a false mous- 
tache. Thus disguised, he was able to 
approach his victim, who had lived in 
constant fear of him and would have 
fied at first sight of his face. 

The foregoing were the most impor- 
tant developments of the case which 
has kept deputy sheriffs and detect- 
ives on the hunt during the a 
thirty-six hours. Cook vanished — 
letely when he leaped from the flyin 

nta Monica car near the Hamm 

and Denker ranch Monday night. His 
tracks were visible yesterday morning 
near the rails, but it was impossible 
to follow them any distance. Whfle 
Deputy Sheriffs Joe Sepulveda and 
Gilbert made a careful search, Police 
Detectives Talamantes, Chapman and 
Ziegler combed down the city. Neither 
hunt had borne fruit up to early this 
morning.

jured in leaping from the car is by 
no means universal. 
“A man; said Chief Auble, “who 
was an athlete, as Cook was to a cer- 
tain extent, could swi from a fast 
moving car without injury. I belleve 
Cook did this.“ 

CAME ONLY TO DIE. 
Cook was a plasterer, and belonged 
to that trade's union. He formerly 
hung about the labor headquarters, 
according to officers. When he came 
here he had abandoned his wife and 
two children in Boston. With her lit- 
tle ones the mother followed him clear 
across the continent, as it subse- 
quentiy turned out, to her death. In 
Los Angeles Mrs. Cook learned that 
her husband was unfaithful to her. 
That story was told in the following 
clipping from The Times found Mon- 
day night in the dead woman's purse. 
The clipping reads: 
“HUSBAND LOST. Mrs. Amanda 
Cook, housekeeper at the Detention 
Home, was granted a divorce yester- 
day from Fred Cook on his desertion. 
They were wedded in 1894 and in Jan- 


-uary, 1904, the husband, abandoned his 


wife and their three children. He had 
not said that he was going to desert, 
and when Mrs. Cook heard of her hus- 
band being in Los Angeles she crossed 
the continent with the children to find 
the father. She advertised and used 
every means to find him, but without 
success, and gave it up.” 

In that divorce suit Mrs. Brehaut 
was a witness for the unhappy woman 
whose blood-stained body was borne 
to Los Angeles by the car which her 
slayer had left Monday night. Mrs. 
Brehaut testified that Cook had been 
in Los Angeles more than a year. She 
and her husband, who is a 1 
contractor, knew the man well; ha 
known of him in the East. 

Cook in the trial denied residence. 
So angry did Mrs. Brehaut'’s testi- 
mony make him that he uttered vows 
of vengeance at the time. Fearing 
that the murderer would yet accom- 
plish this addition to his crimes, Mr. 
and Mrs. Brehaut asked the lice 
last evening for protection. Officers 
guarded their home all night.

Men Angered Over the Discharge 
of a Greek in His Employ Treat 
Him With Violence When He Is at 
Some Distance from Camp—Not 
Likely te Prosecute.

SANTA BARBARA, Aug. 28.—Be- 
cause he discharged two Greeks from

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AUTO RACE QUESTION. 


ILL there be another 100-mile 

automobile race to North Baldy? 

That is z what all the automo- 
bile enthusiasts are asking. 

W. D. Newerf, the tire man, who 
is anxious to vindicate his make of 
tire, has purchased the Reo car that 
was put out of last Saturday's race 
by a peculiar tire-rim accident, for the 
sole purpose of having the same ma- 
chine and tires again race the rival 
White steamer driven by H. D. Ryus, 
fitted with opposition tires, and over 
the full course this time. 

Newerf claims that his tires did not 
have a fair show against his rival's, 
and that the White won by default 
only. Ryus, who came into the race 
at the last minute, as did Mr. New- 
ert's tires, says: “I won the race ac- 
cording to the rules, and the matter 
is ended.“ 

The automobile public, and espe- 
clally the two score of automobile 
dealers and makers here, as well as 
the various tire men, seem to feel 
that the result is not yet decided, as 
an unusual accident put one car out 
of commission before the race was 
half through. They say the Reo was 
in perfect order except for a rim on 
one wheel. which rim disappeared 
mysteriously, and that the Reo was 
making by far the best time up to 
the point of accident, and had made 
the dest in practice; and that the 
question whether steam or internal 
combustion is the best* motive power 
for an automobile is as far from de- 
cided as it was before the race.
